A bill  with  that  purpose  in  mind  has 
been  introduced  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives by  Rep.  Edward  Roybal, 
D-California.  The  Bill  H.J.RES.737, 
deserves  your  support. 

National  Coin  Week  has  been  sponsored 
annually  since  1924  by  The  American 
Numismatic  Association,  the  largest 
educational,  non-profit  organization 
of  coin  collectors  in  the  world.  The 
purpose  of  the  week  is  to  call  the 
public's  attention  to  its  use  of 
coins,  the  role  that  coins  playinour 
economy,  and  the  story  that  the  de- 
sign on  each  coin  tells  the  world. 

There  are  three  reasons  why  H.J.RES, 
737  deserves  your  support: 

1.  The  ANA. is  an  organization  char- 
tered by  Congress  in  recognition 
of  its  national  character  and 
purposes.  Chartered  for  $0  years 
in  1912,  the  charter  was  renewed 
to  perpetuity  in  1962.  The  orga- 
nization now  has  thousands  of 
members  in  every  state  of  the 
Union . 

2.  Congress  has  previously  recogni- 
zed the  national  character  of  the 
ANA  by  granting  and  renewing  its 
charter  and  by  authorizing  the 
U.S.Mint  to  strike  a national 
medal  in  1966  commemorating  the 
organization's  Diamond  Jubilee.

3.  Finally, the  tie-in  to  the  bi-cen- 
tennial and  the  coin  design  change 
should  be  obvious.  A truly  nati- 
onal coin  week,  proclaimed  by 
the  president,  would  serve  to  fo- 
cus attention  on  the  upcoming  bi- 
centennial design  change  and  the 
important  role  coins  play  in  our 
everyday  life. 

The  only  way  that  the  President  will 
proclaim  a National  Coin  Week  is  if 
H.J.RES.  737  is  passed  by  Congress. I 
would  like  to  personally  urge  you  to 
run  a small  item  in  your  column  ask- 
ing your  readers  to  contact  their 
Congressmen  or  Rep.  Don  Edwards  , D- Cal- 
ifornia. , Chairman  of  the  Judiciary 
Subcommittee  on  Federal  Charters  hol- 
idays, and  Celebrations  Committee, 
which  has  jurisdiction  of  this  bill.

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COLUMBUS ' HALF-DOLLAR 

The  veteran  collector  who  over  the 
years  has  examined  more  than  a few 
small  accumulations  of  coins,  has 
seen  the  continued  appearance  of  Co- 
lumbian halves  in  used  condition  in 
nearly  every  lot.  In  relation  to 
other  silver  coins  of  the  1890’s, 
the  "World  Fair"  half  seems  "dirt 
common."  The  early  1890 's  provided 
a number  of  important  happenings, 
A.N.A.  had  assumed  a leadership  role 
in  the  loosely  knit  world  of  coin 
collecting,  and  since  1888  had  pub- 
lished the  monthly  newsletter,  "THE 
NUMISMATIST." 

About  the  same  time  A.G.  Heaton  pub- 
lished a treatise  on  coins  from  the 
United  States  branch  mints.  Prior  to 
this  time  there  was  very  little  in- 
terest in  collecting  coins  from  the 
mint  branches  at  New  Orleans,  Char- 
lotte, and  San  Francisco.  It  seemed 
to  make  no  difference  at  all  whether 
a coin  had  a mint  mark  on  it.  The 
date  was  all  that  mattered  at  this 
time . 


This  Heaton  publication  was  distri- 
buted by  coin  dealers  everywhere  and 
gave  momentum  to  mint  mark  collect- 
ing. About  the  only  other  important 
publication  in  the  early  1890's  was 
J.W. Scott's  1813" Standard  Catalogue, 
the  first  generally  circulated  guide 
to  coin  values  in  America. 


In  1893  the  main  topic  of  conversa- 
tion in  the  United  States  was  the 
World's  Columbian  Exposition  in  Ch- 
icago. Numismatically  the  World's 
Fair  gave  the  collector  an  unpara- 
lleled number  of  beautifully  exec- 
uted medals,  tokens,  and  souvenier 
pieces,  plus,  of  course,  the  Col- 
umbian half-dollars  and  Isabella 
quarter.  The  Columbian  half  was 
over — produced  and  a large  surplus 
of  these  pieces  remained  when  the 
fair  ended.  The  commerative  half 
sold  for  $1.00  each  and  a nation- 
al syndicate  offered  to  buy  100,000

Columbians  from  the  United  States 
Treasury,  provided  that  the  unsold 
remainder  be  melted  by  the  govern- 
ment. This  proposal  was  rejected 
and  large  quantities  of  unsold  half- 
dollars  were  released  into  circula- 
tion at  face  value. 

The  Isabella  quarters  were  also  sold 
for  $1.00  each  but  due  to  the  fact 
that  a Columbian  half-dollar  could 
be  purchased  at  the  same  price,  the 
Isabellas  were  not  well-received. 
The  unsold  quarters  were  wholesaled 
to  coin  dealers  rather  than  releas- 
ed to  circulation  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Columbian  half. The  early  1900's 
brought  a much  greater  interest  in 
United  States  coins  from  colonials 
to  gold.  Collectors  belatedly  lea- 
rned that  many  Liberty  Seated  and 
earlier  coins  were  really  very  rare 
in  top  condition,  since  no  early 
collectors  had  the  resources  or  fore- 
sight to  save  these  coins  in  quan- 
tity when  they  were  available  for 
face  value.

EARLY  HISTORY  OF  THE  1804  DOLLAR 

Wayte  Raymond,  the  New  York  coin  de- 
aler, has  recently  issued  a booklet, 
"The  Stickney  1804  Dollar,’’  giving 
the  history  of  this  particular  spec- 

!imen.  The  booklet  contains  several 
letters,  one  of  which  is  from  Mr. 
Stickney,  dated  July  2,  1867,  add- 
ressed to  Edward  Cogan,  of  New  York 
City,  in  which’ he  states  how  he  ac- 
quired the  coin.  In  his  foreward, Mr. 
Raymond  states  that  Mr.  Stickney  re- 
ceived the  coin  from  the  United  Sta- 
tes Mint  Cabinet  in  1843  in  exchange 
for  other  coins.  It  remained  in  his 
possession  until  his  collection  was 
sold  by  Henry  Chapman  in  1907.  At 
the  sale  it  was  purchased  by  Col. 
James  W.  Ellsworth.  In  1923  Mr. Ray- 
mond bought  Colonel  Ellsworth's  col- 
lection and  sold  the  1804  dollar  to 
W.C. Atwater  of  New  York  City.
